Free Art For All. The show in- 
cludes three dozen pieces by 15 
artists, with about a third of the 
pieces on display in the lobby 
of the Greenbelt Arts Center. 
Additional sponsors of the show

Mayor Emmett Jordan con- 
gratulated the committee for or- 
ganizing an exciting lineup of 
events in celebration of Black 
History Month, beginning with 
this art show featuring Black and 
Brown artists.

Chris Haley, Sainey Cessay and 
Francis Stedman; a free screening 
of Wakanda Forever at the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre; mural making 
with art therapist Lindsey Vance 
at The SPACE; and more.

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City Offers Grants for Greenbelt 


Students, Homebuyers, Patients

The City of Greenbelt has 
launched three services to offer 
financial support to Greenbelt 
residents who are either first-time 
homebuyers; college, university 
or vocational students; or unin- 
sured and underinsured persons 
needing health care. These are 
all grants, not loans, with no 
repayment required. They are in- 
tended to support residents whose 
financial well-being, education 
or health care was reduced, de- 
layed or impeded by the Covid 
pandemic and its economic and 
family impacts. 

The services are funded from 
$22.88M Greenbelt received from 
the American Rescue Plan Act 
(ARPA), which Congress passed 
in March 2021 for Covid-19 
emergency response and eco- 
nomic recovery. After gathering 
input from residents, businesses 
and staff on allocating the funds, 
council funded 60 projects in 
five categories: household needs, 
infrastructure, mental health re- 
sources, public safety and small 


business assistance (see Resi- 
dents, Council Focus on ARPA 
Funding Choices, Greenbelt News 
Review, May 19, 2022). All the 
funds must be assigned by De- 
cember 2024 and spent by De- 
cember 2026. 
Scholarship 

Many people postponed or 
interrupted education because of 
Covid and its family or financial 
impact, and may find it difficult 
to resume education toward per- 
sonal, professional and lifetime fi- 
nancial goals. The Greenbelt Edu- 
cation Scholarship will provide 
up to $10,000 across two school 
years for Greenbelt residents who 
1) completed high school or a 
GED program in or since 2020, 
or will do so in 2023, 2) are 
admitted, accepted or enrolled in 
a two-year or four-year college, 
university or vocational school, 
during the 2023-24 or 2024-2025 
school years, and 3) meet income 
limit requirements. The awards

Origins of the Team 

Korak Saha, a research sci- 
entist at the University of Mary- 
land, began organizing the team 
last summer. He and his wife 
Shalini wanted their daughter, 
Tanvi, to have the fun and edu- 
cational experience that they 
saw her older sister enjoy during 
her time in the Lego Robotics 
program. 

They’d previously teamed up 
with their friends for the Balti-

Wildlife Refuge Pushing Back 


Against Development Pressure

Look down from 30,000 feet 
up in the sky and a patch of 
green stands out amid the web of 
concrete and asphalt covering the 
landscape between Baltimore and 
Washington, D.C. 

At the core of that verdant 
oasis is the Patuxent Research 
Refuge, 13,000 acres of forest, 
meadow and wetlands that a for- 
mer U.S. senator once described

Jennifer Greiner, manager of the Patuxent Research Refuge, over- 


as the “lungs” of the region. 
Established in 1936, it’s the only 
national wildlife refuge dedicated 
to research. 

Those green lungs are at risk 
these days, though, because the 
forested lands on the periphery of 
the refuge are attracting develop- 
ment interest. 

Last year, it was a largely 
wooded 105-acre tract on the 
refuge’s southern border, which

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looks a pond adjacent to the refuge on county-owned land that may 


be developed. 
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Is BARC at Risk? 

The Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) and the 
Patuxent Wildlife Center com- 
prise approximately 20,000 acres 
of largely undisturbed woodland, 
streams, wetlands, fields and 
forests. They are home to many 
endangered species of plants and 
animals. Several flyways for mi- 
gratory birds cross through this 
area. This tract has been called 
the lungs of the Washington, D.C. 
metropolitan area. What used to 
be a sleepy suburban area has 
now been noticed by developers, 
and the pressure has increased 
to use this land for their own 
purposes. 

On BARC land previously 
dedicated to research the Treasury 
Department wants to build a one 
million square foot, 40 ft. tall 


currency printing plant. This plant 
will destroy over 100 acres of 
animal and plant habitat that has 
been undisturbed for over 100 
years. The plant will produce sig- 
nificant increases in air and light 
pollution. It will generate 120,000 
gal per day of waste water. 

Local residents and BARC 
supporters have taken notice and 
are beginning to push back. Two 
weeks ago, concerned citizens 
filed suit against the Treasury 
Dept challenging the woefully 
inadequate Environmental Im- 
pact Statement that approved the 
construction and operation of the 
printing facility. It is still possible 
to join the suit at no cost.

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Violinist Brings Historical 
Performances from Julliard

Relic, a period chamber orchestra, will present a series of free concerts in Greenbelt in February. 


Natalie Kress is a new Green- 
belter, bringing a feast of early 
music events to our area in the 
coming weeks. A graduate of the 
Historical Performance Graduate 
Program at Juilliard, Kress is part 
of an 11-member period chamber 
orchestra called Relic, which will 
present Winter Oasis: Music of 
Bach, Handel, Buxtehude and 
Vivaldi. 

Relic will present a packed 
schedule of free concerts in our 
area this month, funded by a 
grant from the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Foundation. Highlights 
include a lunchtime concert at 
the New Deal Café on Monday, 
February 20, and a concert with 
the University of Maryland Ba- 
roque Ensemble in collaboration 
with Relic and Aisslinn Nosky, 
at Gildenhorn Recital Hall, The 
Clarice Smith Performing Arts 
Center, on Friday, February 24. 
The series will begin and end 
with concerts at the Greenbelt 
Community Church on Thursday, 
February 16 and Sunday, Febru- 
ary 26. 

From February 15 to 18, Relic 
will offer a preschool concert, a 
children’s concert and an open re- 
hearsal at the Community Center 
and will also visit with orchestra 
students at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. Anyone interested 
in becoming a volunteer or host- 
ing a musician during this project 
can contact RelicEnsemble@ 
gmail.com.

presenting work, telling a story 
by piecing together a narrative 
from movements and sections of 
pieces, along with poetry. The 
group includes familiar violins, 
violas and cellos, but the baroque 
setup uses gut strings and a light- 
er bow, along with harpsichord 
and the theorbo, a bass instru- 
ment related to the lute. 

In Winter Oasis, Relic presents 
“a journey through the depths of 
winter... [and] the mysterious and 
austere power of German sacred 
baroque repertoire [in] a series 
of querulous, bleak and stir-crazy 
episodes,” venturing through “an 
oasis of celestial solace, before 
coming to a fiery finish.” 

Kress has been a lifelong mu- 
sician. Her mother, a violinist in 
the Delaware Symphony, raised 
her as a “hardcore Suzuki baby.” 
She earned her bachelor’s degree 


in music and psychology, and a 
Master of Music in violin per- 
formance at SUNY Stony Brook. 
After working as a musician on 
Long Island and in New York 
City, she met her mentor at the 
Amherst Early Music Festival: 
Aisslinn Nosky, concertmaster at 
the Handel and Haydn Society in 
Boston. Kress found her niche in 
playing a period instrument. To 
achieve success in the field, she 
went to study at Juilliard, and 
now says, “I get hired all over 
the world to play baroque and 
period instruments.” 

She currently pursues a doctor- 
ate in music at the University of 
Maryland, while performing as 
a period violinist with an array 
of groups. Kress is a founding 
member of Quartet Salonniéres

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their art. “Artists have been the 
storytellers of history; we are 
the ones that move and make 
change,” Higgs said, “inspir- 
ing people worldwide to over- 
come systematic injustice and 
oppression with our rich cultural 
heritage. There are things [in this 
show] that will wake you up.” 

One artist named herself 
Greatness, because, she said, 
“What matters is that we all have 
the power to wake up every day 
and choose greatness.” A collec- 
tor of textiles, Greatness crafted 
an elaborate fabric headwrap 
featuring a vivid pattern of black- 
and-white triangles, along with 
sunny yellow, emerging from 
her piece, titled, The Ancestors 
Carried Me in their Thoughts by 
Greatness. “In African culture 
women wrapped their heads, or 
wore their babies on their back, 
and used fabric to keep the load 
from off their shoulders,” Great- 
ness explained. 

Many powerful pieces stand 
out in this breathtaking show. In 
the front room, a fauvist portrait 
of a woman in shades of brilliant 
orange and magenta, along with 
the stenciled words “Look at me, 
see my face, see theirs in mines,” 
is titled Reflected, by artist Kay 
Lee. Nearby, several pieces by 
Ryan Mista astound with their 
amazing colors and meticulous 
draftsmanship. A spray-paint art- 
ist, Mista has a practice wall 
in Mount Rainier. The building 
owner opposed his paintings at 
first, but the neighbors came to- 
gether to support him. Now, the 
alley has been transformed by his 
art and the neighbors are granted 
a revolving display of amazing 
art. One of Mista’s works, Living 
in my Shadow, caught the eye of 
attendee Temisan Shebi, who felt 
compelled to learn more: “I had 
to learn the backstory, and dive 
deeper. I hate that I had to walk 
away. It evokes conversation. You 
can find a personal connection, 
even while you wonder, do you 
want that story.” 

In the back room, artist Ellen 
Cort has three pieces on display. 
She took up art after retiring 
and began to study at Prince 
George’s Community College. 
Getting started was hard, but she 
said, “I’m for adventure. Working 
through my difficulties, coming 
out with success in the end.” 

Her art has appeared in nu- 
merous shows at the New Deal 
and other locations around Prince 
George’s County. 

At the Arts Center, a plexi- 
glass piece by Shaymar Higgs 
features geometric imagery like 
a quilt. Peggy Martin said, “The 
thing I noticed was the static 
dynamic tension in the quilt pat- 
tern. You see what you expect to

see and then there’s something 
that doesn’t fit.” Higgs explained 
that the piece is influenced by 
the idea of escape maps that 
are “hidden in plain sight,” with 
arrows pointing the way to free- 
dom. Another artist, Floyd Rob- 
erts, thinks about his friends and 
paints portraits out of what he 
thinks up: Miss Patient, a nurse 
from West Africa in her home, 
surrounded by greenery, and Dan- 


iel Patrick, an artist in his studio, 
with artworks and masks behind 
him. A young artist, Indalyn Mc- 
Caskill, created the piece Purple 
Rain out of a mistake, when she 
accidentally got water on the 
canvas. “It was nice to enjoy my- 
self,” she commented. “I felt as 
though art was so much anxiety 
for me for a while, just to cre- 
ate and have something beautiful 
come out was really nice.”

The Ancestors Carried Me in 
Their Thoughts by Greatness

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Art: Powerful, Moving, Hard

February is here, and Black 
History Month presents new sto- 
ries celebrating the creativity born 
from a long, hard history. The 
amazing works hanging now at 
the New Deal Café are important 
and they will get to you. Take 
the time to let your eyes listen; 
these pieces speak volumes, leav- 
ing me wanting to know more. 

The works beckoned me, and I 
felt the pull to go slow, surround- 
ed by many different times. A 
colorful piece, The Tale of Two 
Cities by Kay Lee, showed where 
Black history started and where 
it landed, here, chained, in our 
country. Freedom got entangled 
with the chains: it was not here 
to greet them upon their many 
arrivals. While the artwork was 
bright, the message was strong 
and heavy. Reflected by Lee, an- 
other large piece, calls out, “Look 
at me — see my face, see theirs in 
mines.” Powerful words. 

Nelson Mandela by Sam Dod- 
son IV eyed me from across the 


room, his black-and-white portrait 
a witness to years of struggle. A 
man with his eyes wide open, 
Yasssss! by Ken Carter, felt real 
to me. I think he was watching 
the others, making sure they 
were safe. I sat beside a three- 
dimensional picture (The Ances- 
tors Carried Me in their Thoughts 
by Greatness) of a woman so 
realistic I wanted to sit with 
her, hear her stories and learn 
more about her. Cover Me + 
Mine by Keyonna M. Jones, an 
intense work hanging in the hall, 
resembles twists of rope full of 
shape and color, complicated and 
confusing, intertwined in tangles. 

In the back room, three pieces 
hang quietly together, portraits of 
musicians by Neil Harpe: Char- 
ley, Standing at the Crossroads 
and R.J. I saw musicians playing 
their truths and I was moved by 
how subtle black-and-white works 
show the artists’ determination to 
be heard.

Washington feels 

honored to be the first Black state 
senator from District 22. “I don’t 
take the trust that this community 
has given me for granted.” 

In his recent conversation with 
the News Review, newly sworn- 
in Senator Washington spoke 
widely about his dedication to 
the needs of the land and people 
of Maryland and homed in on the 
specific priorities of Greenbelt. 

Continuing His Vision 

When asked how his legisla- 
tive vision may change in this 
new role, Washington stated, “I 
don’t think my vision for Mary- 
land and Greenbelt has changed. 
I stand true to my progressive 
values to make sure that Black 
and brown people, and the most 
vulnerable people in Maryland 
are successful,” declared Wash- 
ington. 

Strong and effective public 
education is a prime concern. “TI 
want to see high quality, world- 
class public schools for all of our 
students,” he said. 

Washington continued by high- 
lighting his commitment to “cli- 
mate justice” in the district and 
for the Chesapeake Bay. 

Childhood poverty is a con- 
cern close to Washington’s heart 
and personal experience, stating, 
“T want to make sure that people 
are welcomed in Greenbelt and 
not pushed out by developers.” 

Focus on Education 

Washington has been a mem- 
ber of a work group developing 
new guidelines and procedures 
for the Prince George’s County 
Public Schools (PGCPS) school 
board as it transitions to an all- 
elected board. Those new struc- 
tures will be detailed in a bill 
to be introduced by the county’s 
legislative team this session. 

As he had in 2018, Wash- 
ington has sponsored a bill (PG 
501-23) to create an Office of In- 
tegrity and Compliance to oversee 
both PGCPS and the board. The 
new office would “provide more 


oversight, ac- 
countability oe 
transparency” 
“stop the ae 
history of dis- 
turbing instances 
of waste, fraud 
and abuse within 
our school sys- 
tem.” Washing- 
ton wants resi- 
dents to have 
confidence that 
PGCPS is pro- 
viding students 
an education that 
demonstrates 
that “money is 
well spent,” and 
“to give the new board the power 
it needs to hold our school sys- 
tem accountable.” 

“The current board system 
isn’t working right now,” he said, 
and he is determined to attract 
dedicated professionals to the 
board and offer support (such as 
a higher wage and more staff), 
“so they’re more successful in 
their jobs.” 

Maglev and Streetscapes 

Looking at Greenbelt-specific 
initiatives, Washington mentioned 
three: maglev, Greenbelt Road 
Streetscape and the potential re- 
location of the FBI headquarters. 

“We’re going to work really 
hard to be sure the governor 
does not fund any of the projects 
associated with the maglev” as- 
sured Washington. “There’s ample 
amount of money available to 
build new transit.” Washington 
is determined that none of that 
money will be spent on maglev- 
associated projects, even studies. 

Washington believes “if we 
do it the right way,” the FBI 
relocation will bring “sustainable 
economic development” that will 
support and align with “Green- 
belt’s visions.” 

In particular, Washington 
hopes that his new role will 
allow him to “push forward” 
Greenbelt Road improvements to 
the streetscape, saying, “This will 
be one of the top transportation 
issues for us this session.”

Goddard Montessori, Dora Ken- 
nedy French Immersion and Gle- 
narden Woods). Thus, Greenbelt 
Bots was born. 

Saha along with Praveen 
Noojipady, a senior scientist 
at NASA Goddard, had sever- 
al goals for the team that they 
would coach and mentor. Most 
importantly, they hoped that the 
kids would learn the “gracious 
professionalism” espoused by 
FLL and the league’s core val- 
ues of discovery, innovation, 
impact, inclusion, teamwork and 
fun. They also wanted to help 
them develop a research mindset. 
“First Lego League gives them 
this opportunity to introduce sci- 
ence, technology, engineering and 
math (STEM) through fun, excit- 
ing hands-on experience,” noted 
Saha. “Participants gain real- 
world problem-solving experience 
through a guided, global robotics 
program.” 

Hard Work 

The team registered with the 
FLL in August and throughout 
the fall they met once a week. 
In those early meetings they 
talked about the process, trained 
themselves to work as a team 
and built the different missions 
required. Most of the sessions 
lasted for an average of three 
hours. The FLL helps the men- 
tors build lesson plans for every 
session and the kids took notes in 
their own engineering notebooks. 
This helped prepare them to de- 
velop strategies for their later 
missions and find solutions for 
their innovation idea. Fulfilling 
missions involved building spike 
prime codes (very similar to 
scratch programs) to control their 
robot. By December they started 
meeting twice a week and had 
regular practice through robotic 
games. 

The Innovation Problem 

Every team is required to de- 
vise an innovation problem. This 
year’s broad topic was to address 
global challenges related to the 
United Nations Sustainable De- 
velopment Goal Seven, focused 
on ensuring access to affordable, 
reliable, sustainable and mod- 
ern energy for all. With Nooji- 
pady as innovation mentor, the 
Greenbelt Bot team researched 
and brainstormed various power 
sources and issues surrounding 
their generation and distribution 
during some of their meetings. 
They also divided research among 
themselves and came back to 
report what they’d discovered to 
the group at the next session. The 
question they ultimately chose 
was “How to reduce the car- 
bon footprint from hydroelectric 
power generation.” 

The team figured out numer- 
ous different ways the carbon 
footprint increases in a big hydel 
power project and then they pro- 
posed their solution, which was 
to have multiple “check dams” 
along the mouth of the tributaries 
joining a main river. They spent 
about three sessions developing a 
3D model from paper wraps, egg 
cartons, glue, casting rolls, colors 
and artificial vegetation. 

Final Preparation 

Their final few meetings were 
filled with intense practice ses- 
sions for the robotic games, the 
innovation problem presentation 
they would have to give and 
preparation for the judging ses- 
sions. In addition to guidance 
from Praveen, the team also met 
with an energy sector stakeholder, 
Prabuddha Banerjee and learned a 
lot about the energy sector from 
him.

The Competition 

On Saturday the atmosphere 
at APL’s Koissiakof Convention 
Center was charged with excite- 
ment and full of positive energy 
as hundreds of people gathered. 
Twenty-two teams along with 
their coaches, family members 
and other supporters were pres- 
ent for the qualifiers. One orga- 
nizer said that in over a decade 
organizing the event this was 
their first experience of a full 
house, with every team showing 
up for the competition. 

The robots competed on large 
tables with challenges distributed 
around a map across the surface. 
There were four tables altogether 
for simultaneous runs, one team 
per table. In the morning the 
teams were assigned practice 
times on the tables and those that 
weren’t practicing milled around 
the room, watching how the other 
teams tried to solve the chal- 
lenges with their robots. The va- 
riety of designs was impressive; 


no two bots were quite the same. 

Two tables were back-to-back, 
adding to the noise and cross- 
talk that filled the center at all 
times. It was loud inside, with 
people cheering for their respec- 
tive teams while they competed 
in the robotics games, and the 
competitors interacting with each 
other, the judges and the general 
public. 

The competition runs were 
well organized and meticulously 
timed. Teams had 10 minutes to 
set up, get ready and complete 
the mission. The time limit for 
their run was just 2.5 minutes. 
Then the judges reviewed the 
points earned, completed paper- 
work and reset the map for the 
next run. 

Competition Problems 

The Greenbelt Bots discovered 
their greatest challenge of the 
competition would be the differ- 
ence in surface friction on the 
competition tables, which were 
not what they had been used to

practicing with. They set to work 
with emergency problem-solving 
and ended up adding ballast to 
try to counter the low-friction 
problem. They’d have three runs 
on two different tables and the 
best of the three would deter- 
mine their robot-based score. 

In one of their challenges, 
they missed a windmill that was 
on the map, and an energy cell 
from a solar field, and though 
the robot managed to collect an 
energy cell from a power plant 
at the end, it wasn’t able to drop 
it before the time ran out. Their 
score wasn’t what they’d hoped 
for or what they’d achieved dur- 
ing their practice runs, but they 
ended up in the top 15 for the 
day — not bad for a rookie team 
with the youngest kids. 

Interviews 

The robot games are only 
one part of the FLL competition. 
Each team was also given an 
intense 30-minute interview by 
the judges. Questions covered the 
three major areas of the competi- 
tion — their robot, their innova- 
tion project and their approach 
to the FLL core values. During 
the interview, team coaches were 
present but only the children 
could answer. 

“The judging interview was 
a unique experience for them,” 


reflected Saha. “The judges were 
very polite, patient and provided 
them with wonderful feedback 
which will help them in the long 
run.” 
2nd Place, Core Values 

Though their robot games 
didn’t earn them a top score, the 
Greenbelt Bots took second place 
in the category of Core Values, 
which is judged on profession- 
alism and cooperation through 
FLL’s core values of discovery, 
innovation, impact, inclusion, 
teamwork and fun. 

A Great Experience 

“T think it is a great achieve- 
ment for a rookie team like ours 
and inspires us to do better in 
future,” said Korak Saha, who 
was proud of the team’s work 
and confident they were set to 
grow. “I am sure we will make 
it to the state level next time if 
we learn from the feedback that 
we received from the judges,” he 
said. Shalini Saha was pleased 
their daughter had enjoyed so 
much fun with her teammates. 
“She not only made new friends 
but she learned so many good 
things from them, which was re- 
flected in the judges’ comments,” 
said Shalini. “They said, ‘You 
guys are so polite to each other, 
we APL scientists should learn 
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from all of you!’” she shared. 
Their daughter, Tanvi, who is 10 
years old, agreed that working 
with her teammates had been a 
wonderful experience and the 
competition an exciting capstone 
to their months of work together. 
“We had a lot of fun there,” said 
Tanvi. “Sometimes our robot 
didn’t work the way we wanted 
it to, but in the end we scored 
fairly well. The judges were very 
nice and gave us positive feed- 
back and tips on how to improve 
our innovation project and robot 
design.” Soham Chaudhuri, who 
is 9 years old, agreed, “I got 
new friends and leaned coding,” 
he said. “I was hesitant and ner- 
vous when I joined the group,” 
said Spandana Noojipady, also 
9 years old, “but it got better as 
we worked together as a group 
and got to learn new things from 
each other. I will definitely stay 
with the team and try to make it 
to the state level!” 
Call for More STEM 

“In a city like Greenbelt, 
where we care a lot about the 
overall development of our kids, 
it is important to take part in 
these competitions to give our 
kids more exposure to science 
and technology,” said Korak 
Saha. “In the past we used to 
have a MakerSpace where differ- 
ent teams could meet and practice 
for the robotic games (which 
requires a large wooden table), 
until it closed [its physical loca- 
tion] a few years ago,” he said. 
Youths used to meet for hands-on 
experience with technology, to 
play games, encounter 3-D print- 
ing and other STEM offerings, 
among other things at the old 
MakerSpace (which has recently

opened a tool lending library 
from the basement of the Granite 
Building). “I would like to appeal 
to city officials to consider open- 
ing or supporting such a common 
facility for the overall develop- 
ment of our kids,” he added. 
Not Just Robotics 

Asked what he’d want other 
parents to know about Lego Ro- 
botics, Saha says, “Remember 
the FLL competition is not only 
about robotics. Yes, robotics is 
a major part but it is just one 
third of the overall competition, 
the other two parts being core 
values and the innovation proj- 
ect.” The skills the youths learn 
are broader than robotics, he 
stressed: “Along with engineer- 
ing and coding skills, the teams 
learn how to make professional 
presentations, explore new skills 
and ideas in innovation projects, 
apply what we learn to improve 
the world, be stronger together 
as a team and enjoy and celebrate 
what we do! It is not about win- 
ning but having fun!” said Saha. 
“Tt is very easy to build a team,” 
he said, stressing that the parents 
had supported the team in their 
effort. “Praveen and I couldn’t 
have helped the kids without 
their support,” he told the News 
Review. For further information, 
Saha invites people to reach out 
to the team. “We have a couple 
of youth and adult mentors who 
can help you begin the team 
building process,” he offered.

Space Administration wanted to 
put up for sale. That plan was 
tabled amid pushback from refuge 
advocates. 

Now, Prince George’s County 
is weighing plans to develop 97 
mostly forested acres of public 
land along the refuge’s southeast- 
ern border. The county last sum- 
mer called for proposals to build 
a “mixed-use transit village” next 
to the MARC commuter rail sta- 
tion at Bowie State University. 

“The site is central to Prince 
George’s County’s broader eco- 
nomic development goals, the 
growth of Bowie State University 
and the needs of the surrounding 
community,” said a county-spon- 
sored report by the Urban Land 
Institute. The 2020 report envi- 
sioned graduate student housing, 
shops and eateries, plus possibly 
some offices, a brewery and data 
center. 

Refuge Manager Jennifer 
Greiner hopes it’s not too late to 
get the county to reconsider. That 
land has served the refuge for de- 
cades as a buffer from the noise, 
light and pollution of nearby traf- 
fic and development, she said. 

Greiner wrote the county’s 
economic development chief in 
December suggesting that the 
U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service 
would like to buy that tract, 
along with another 100-plus 
mostly wooded acres of adjoin- 
ing county-owned land, to add to 
the refuge. 

“There are a lot of reasons not 
to build in there,” Greiner said in 
an interview. “Even if it weren’t 
next to the wildlife refuge, it 


still seems ill-advised to develop 
there.” 

Much of the 219 acres of pub- 
lic land between the refuge and 
Bowie State is high-quality forest, 
she said. Satellite images show 
more than 11,000 trees there 
that a NASA scientist estimated 
sequester 3,500 tons of carbon, 
she said. 

Those woodlands also have 
effectively shielded sensitive for- 
est habitat on the refuge used by 
birds and bats, Greiner added, 
including endangered northern 
long-eared bats. 

Preserving the forest would 
help air quality, she said, while 
clearing trees and disturbing wet- 
lands on the site would increase 
sediment runoff to streams that 
feed into the Patuxent River, a 
Chesapeake Bay tributary that 
flows through the refuge. Devel- 
opment in the D.C. suburbs is 
already taking an environmental 
toll. Prince George’s, which is 
Maryland’s second most popu- 
lous county, lost more forest than 
any other county in the state 
from 2013 to 2018, according to 
a recent study by the Harry R. 
Hughes Center for Agro-Ecology 
of the University of Maryland. 

[The refuge] “is beset by 
threats on every boundary now,” 
said Richard Dolesh, board 
chair of the Friends of Patuxent. 
“Times have changed. What was 
kind of a sleepy rural undevel- 
oped part of the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington corridor is now facing 
intense development pressures.” 

Indeed, in addition to threat- 
ened encroachment along its 
borders, the refuge itself faces

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potential incursion. A group of 
investors has proposed build- 
ing a superconducting magnetic 
levitation rail line from D.C. to 
Baltimore, and one of the two 
routes being considered would 
run through the refuge. 

During the decades since its 
establishment, scientists at Patux- 
ent have worked on the captive 
breeding of endangered whooping 
cranes and traced the toxic DDT 
pesticide through the wildlife 
food chain, among other projects. 

Since 1996, research there 
has been conducted by the U.S. 
Geological Survey. But the ref- 
uge, managed by the U.S. Fish 
& Wildlife Service, remains vital 
deep-forest habitat for migra- 
tory songbirds such as the scarlet 
tanager and the wood thrush. The 
late ornithologist Chandler Rob- 
bins, who spent 60 years working 
there, used it and nearby lands 
to document the harmful impacts 
of forest fragmentation on bird 
populations. 

Angie Rodgers, the county’s 
deputy chief administrative of- 
ficer for economic development, 
referred queries about the project 
to others on staff. Jose Sousa, an 
assistant, replied by email that 
the county and Bowie State have 
been talking about developing the 
site for more than a decade. The 
county issued a public request 
for expression of interest from 
potential developers in 2021, he 
noted, and followed that up with 
a request for specific proposals in 
June 2022. 

But Greiner said she only 
learned about the proposed devel- 
opment last summer from some-

one who had seen the county’s 
call for proposals. The wildlife 
service has long been interested 
in acquiring that land, she said. 
The agency attempted to buy it 
years ago when it was owned by 
a different public entity. 

“As a neighbor, an immediate 
neighbor, and as a prospective 
buyer, we should have been en- 
gaged in the process,” she said. 
She had planned to voice her 
concerns at a county public hear- 
ing on the development in Sep- 
tember, but it was canceled and 
has not been rescheduled. 

Thomas Dernoga, chair of the 
Prince George’s County Council, 
said through a spokesperson that 
he knows the county and Bowie 
State are interested in developing 
around the MARC station but 
had not heard concerns about the 
project before. While unwilling 
to state a firm opinion without 
knowing more, he said that gen- 


erally, “I am very supportive of 
expanding the Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Refuge.” 

Janet Gingold, chair of the 
Prince George’s group of the 
Maryland Sierra Club, called it 
a “complex situation,” noting 
that her group generally supports 
transit-oriented development. 

“We hope that a plan can be 
developed that limits the devel- 
opment to the area closest to, 
and within walking distance, of 
the MARC station and preserves 
most of the forest land as part of 
the Patuxent Research Refuge,” 
she said in an email. 

Part of the county-owned land 
had been a sand and gravel mine, 
she noted, and is still recovering 
from that disturbance. 

“I hope that appropriate bio- 
logical and soil experts will be 
able to assess the property to

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Vultures Roost in Old Greenbelt

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Black vultures gather against an evening sky. 


Black vultures have descend- 
ed upon Old Greenbelt and are 
roosting in tall trees. From Ridge 
Road, vultures can be seen in 
flight and on high tree branches. 
Where do they go at morning 
rush hour, and why do they com- 
mute back each evening? What 
are they eating? The “committee 
of vultures” has grown to 50 in 
number. Where did they find the 
new recruits? All of the vultures 
look like they are the same size; 
they must grow up fast. Have 
their vulture chicks all grown to 
full size in one year? 

It’s easy to tell that these are 
not regular turkey vultures. Tur- 
key vultures have a neck like a 
gobbler and a red head. Black 
vultures have all black, shiny 
feathers. They both weigh about 
three pounds, much smaller than 
a farm turkey. There are actu- 
ally 23 species of vultures on 
our planet, if one counts condors. 
They all live up to their reputa- 
tion of spending each day soaring 
high and looking down for dead 
animals to eat together. 

For those who are curious 
about birds, people who like 
to look for different bird types 
in various habitats (known as 
birdwatchers or birders) often 
enjoy taking newbies along. But 
everyone knows at least some 
bird names, and observes bird 
behavior. One can learn a lot in 
one hour with a seasoned birder, 
and most likely one will then 
try to find a way to watch birds 
again. There are lots of people 
strolling around in nature by 
themself, with binoculars, khaki 
clothes and a fun hat. But those 
kinds are also in clubs of birders. 
Right around here, there is the 
Prince George’s Audubon Society 
and the Patuxent Bird Club of the 
Maryland Ornithological Society, 
and many folks are in both. 

Four great local places to spot 
and watch birds are Greenbelt 
Lake in Buddy Attick Park, Lake 
Artemesia in nearby Berwyn 
Heights, Patuxent Research Ref- 
uge’s National Wildlife Visi- 
tors Center with its birding trail 
a few miles away, and one’s 
own yard. Although the author 
has birded in faraway places, he 
keeps walking down to Greenbelt 
Lake, a hotspot with an eBird 
tally of 189 bird species sighted. 
At the Luther Goldman Birding 
Trail at Lake Artemesia, orga- 
nized bird walks happen every 
Ist and 3rd Thursday, offering 
a great classroom for beginners 
to take a dip into birding, and a 


quite interesting afternoon splash 
for old-timers, too. There are 
456 species of birds recorded in 
Maryland, and surprisingly, about 
half of those have been spotted 
at Lake Artemesia. Both lakes are 
excellent for birding on the cold- 
est, most bitter days of February, 
when there are a variety of ducks 
and LBJs, little brown jobs. 

For those who want to bird- 


watch with people who are really 
enthusiastic, take some kids. And 
the children in Greenbelt re- 
ally like to see our black vultures 
soaring way up high, in a spiral 
flock that is called a “kettle.” 

As to our new roost of vul- 
tures, accept them as the older 
cousins of all the colorful war- 
blers and those LBJs. And maybe 
get some binoculars. 


Greenbelt Park Readies Trails 
For Phased Reopening Soon 


Greenbelt Park Ranger Kevin 
P. Barry greeted the National 
Park Service Arborist Incident 
Response (AIR) team on Mon- 
day, January 23. The AIR team 
came to Greenbelt Park to aid 
the National Capital Parks—East 
maintenance personnel in clear- 
ing the trails that were closed in 
response to the July 13, 2022, 
storm that uprooted over a hun- 
dred trees and closed the park 


for four months. On October 
1, Greenbelt Park reopened the 
campgrounds, picnic areas, roads 
and park headquarters, but the 
trails had remained closed. The 
AIR team assisted in tree clear- 
ing operations on the Park’s trails 
from January 23 to February 3. 
Next, maintenance personnel will 
assess the trails’ condition and 
conduct a phased reopening.

The first 30 registrants will 
get free, prepped, upcycled-plastic 
jugs filled with seed-starting mix 
and sown with the seeds of a 
regionally native pollinator plant. 
One jug per household. 
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determine its current status,” she 
concluded, “and that all efforts 
will be made to conserve the 
mature forests. The Patuxent Re- 
search Refuge is a treasure that 
must be safeguarded.” 

The Patuxent River Commis- 
sion, a multijurisdictional advi- 
sory body created by the legis- 
lature to look out for the river’s 
welfare, wrote the county in De- 
cember urging it to consider the 
wildlife service’s offer to buy or 
protect via easement all or part of 
the 219-acre tract. 

Dolesh of the Friends of 
Patuxent said he fears that the 
MARC station development proj- 
ect is “hardwired” at this point 
and it’s too late to head it off. He 
suggested there still could be a 
“win-win” outcome if the county 
would set aside the other 100- 
plus acres of county-owned land 
to buffer the refuge. 

But refuge manager Greiner 
said that the acreage closer to 
the MARC station has the most 
mature forest. 

“All of it is ecologically valu- 
able land,” she said, “or we 
wouldn’t have had it [in mind] 
for so many years.” But she 
added, “A lot of the big trees are 
on what I call the front half, the 
half closer to Bowie State. That’s 
kind of the pickle of it.” 

Greiner said that the county’s 
plan to develop this forested land 
appears out of step with its new 
“climate action plan.” 

Adopted by the county council 
in July, the plan sets a goal of re- 
ducing greenhouse gas emissions 
in Prince George’s 50 percent 
below 2005 levels by 2030, with 
a further goal of carbon neutrality 
by 2050. Among its more than 
two dozen recommendations, the 
plan calls for maintaining county- 
wide forest and tree cover at 52 
percent through 2030 and expand- 
ing it to 55 percent by 2050. 


“This is a very important test 
of how we take climate change 
mitigation and adaptation into ac- 
count as we make land-use deci- 
sions, not just developer profits,” 
the Sierra Club’s Gingold said. 

Greiner said she’s not insensi- 
tive to the needs of Bowie State, 
Maryland’s oldest historically 
Black university. She hopes the 
refuge and the university could 
collaborate on using the forest as 
a “giant outdoor learning labora- 
tory” for students while limiting 
development to the three acres or 
so of land the school owns adja- 
cent to the MARC station. 

Greiner said that she’s re- 
ceived no response to her letter 
seeking time to put in an offer 
to buy the tract. She did get a 
meeting in September with three 
county economic development 
staffers and told them then the 
federal wildlife service would 
need about six months to evalu- 
ate and assess the property, then 
another six months or so to get 
funding approved for a purchase. 

“I’m hopeful that maybe 
they’ll press the pause button,” 
Greiner said.

Debi Sandlin, interim assis- 
tant city manager, and Liz Park, 
Greenbelt CARES director, de- 
scribed the target audience as 
17- to 23-years old, emphasizing 
the scholarship is not merit-based, 
but focused on Covid impact, 
economic need, students who 
may have missed scholarships 
for new graduates because of 
pandemic-induced education de- 
lays and especially those who are 
the first in their family pursuing 
education beyond high school. So 
far, they have communicated the 
program to guidance counselors, 
PTAs, Greenbelt homeschoolers, 
unions, trade schools and Frank- 
lin Park residents. 

The scholarship requires 
application by email, including 
an essay, references and 
documentation of Greenbelt 
residency, transcripts, income 
and application/acceptance at 
an educational institution. 
Applications must be received 
by 5 p.m. March 31, 2023, 
for the 2023-2024 school 
year. Greenbelt’s Advisory 
Committee on Education will 
evaluate the applications, with 
applicants to be notified by mid- 
June. One resident has already 
applied. Learn more and apply

First-time Homebuyers 

Since the average DMV 
monthly rent is $2,555, Sandlin 
noted it may be more economi- 
cal to buy a house, with which 
a family can begin accumulating 
generational wealth. The Green- 
belt Home Advantage Program 
will grant up to $15,000 for clos- 
ing costs and/or down payments 
for FHA, VA, USDA, Fannie 
Mae or Freddie Mac mortgages. 
Eligibility requirements include 
being an existing renter in ZIP 
code 20770 for 12 or more con- 
secutive months; purchasing a 
home in 20770 for their own 
occupancy; income and purchase 
price limits; owning no other real 
estate at purchase time and tak- 
ing a homebuyer education class. 
USS. citizenship is not required. 
The program is for first-time 


homebuyers, persons who haven’t 
owned a home in the past three 
years, and honorably discharged 
veterans who previously used a 
first-time homebuyer program. 
The program currently does not 
support purchase of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) homes, but 
support for GHI purchases is 
forthcoming. The city allocated 
$400,000 for non-GHI grants, and 
$100,000 for GHI grants. 

Greenbelt partnered with the 
state’s Department of Housing 
and Community Development/ 
Community Development Ad- 
ministration Maryland Mortgage 
Program (MMP) to administer the 
service, since MMP already has 
similar programs and processes, 
including lower interest rates 
to first-time homebuyers. Buy- 
ers work with MMP to confirm 
eligibility, and select a lender and 
prequalify for loans; and iden- 
tify a homebuyer class. Lenders 
advance the $15K to the seller 
at closing, and the state’s Com- 
munity Development Administra- 
tion reimburses the lender with 
Greenbelt’s funds. One prospec- 
tive Greenbelt homebuyer has 
prequalified so far. Learn more 
from http://ow.ly/Xyyp50My371, 
realtors and lenders, and city- 
hosted information sessions ex- 
pected to begin in February, 
where attendees can talk directly 
with city and MMP staff. Sandlin 
said realtors and lenders serving 
Greenbelt are already familiar 
with the program. 

Healthcare Vouchers 

Know someone who delayed 
healthcare because of the pan- 
demic? To support healthy Green- 
belters, this program partners 
with two Greenbelt healthcare 
providers, CCI Health Services 
and Old Greenbelt Family Health 
(OGFH), to provide free medical, 
dental and behavioral healthcare 
to Greenbelt residents affected by 
Covid. The city coordinated with 
the U.S. Treasury to allow the 
funds to be applied with broad 
guidelines, including delayed 
healthcare, pandemic impacts on 
mental health, and healthcare for 
those in Covid high risk groups. 
Eligibility requirements include 
being uninsured or underinsured, 
income limits and ineligibility for 
other programs such as Medicaid. 
The city allocated $450,000 for 
vouchers at CCI, and $50,000 at 
OGFH. 

The program is already 
operational at CCI, and expected 
in mid-February at OGFH. 
Eligible residents will pay 
nothing for care, with no limit to 
the number of visits, while funds 
last. To speed patients’ access to 
care, both CCI and OGFH plan 
simple processes. When patients 
arrive for their appointment, the 
office will assess their eligibility

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according to family size, income 
and insurance. Care is available 
at CCI’s two Greenbelt locations, 
and Silver Spring, Takoma Park, 
Wheaton, Rockville, Gaithersburg 
and Germantown, useful to 
Greenbelt residents who work 
near those locations. OGFH 
will provide care at its Granite 
Building location in central 
Greenbelt. Both CCI and OGFH 
have Spanish-speaking providers. 
Learn more at cciweb.org/for- 
patients/free-healthcare-greenbelt 
and ogfhealth.com. 

The need for this financial 
support can be seen in that 39 
percent of CCI’s 2022 Greenbelt 
patients were uninsured. CCI 
President and CEO Dr. Sonya 
Bruton said, “Through this part- 
nership with the City of Green- 
belt, CCI Health Services is 
helping residents without health 
insurance alleviate the burden of 
finding affordable quality health 
care. We are grateful to the City 
of Greenbelt for taking an inno- 
vative approach to using federal 
dollars to help the community....” 

Services Still to Come 

The city is also planning the 
following to directly support 
residents: a childcare voucher 
program with up to $400,000 in 
grants; grants for work-related 
training such as certification pro- 
grams or other professional skills; 
and coordinating with Luminis 
Health (Doctor’s Community 
Hospital) to provide funds to sup- 
port Luminis’ mobile diabetes 
clinic and expand its birth doula 
program, again for Greenbelt 
residents who are under- or un- 
insured and meet income limits. 
Readers can monitor the resourc- 
es in the box below to watch for 
these service launches, the GHI 
first-time homebuyer program and 
still more ARPA-funded services 
on the way.
